At the same place, a few days before Mr. Van 
Vleet left it, a Federal sergeant was shot in the 
streets bv a police officer. The military authori¬ 
ties ordered the arrest of the murderer. The dti- 
zeus secreted him, but coolly came forward and 
offered to deliver him up on condition that he 
should be tried by the civil courts! Near Rich¬ 
mond, in Fort Bend County, a conspiracy was dis¬ 
covered, the object of which was to assassinate 
Capt Doolittle, the Federal officer in command 
there. 

At Galveston an incident, quite common every¬ 
where, fell under YD. Van Fleet's observation 
Gregory, the slave of (rebel) CoL Waters, served 
him for along time after emancipation. At last 
he determined to keep house, and withdrew with 
his wife from Waters’s hotel. Shortly afterwards 
he called on the Colonel and respectfully asked for 
tlm balance of his wife’s pay. Waters swore he 
had paid her.

One of the inducements held out to the negroes to 
work on this place was that a school should be 
est .Wished there. The promise was faithfully kept 
by Gen. Clarke. But as soon as Mann aeard of it, 
he ordered that it be immediately discontinued. 
He had power enough to break it up, and exer¬ 
cised it. „ ... 

Shortly after Mr. Van Vleet and the agent re¬ 
turned to the office of the Bureau, a crowd of ex¬ 
cited school children ran up to it, and stated that 
a number of citizens had forcibly entered yJ'-P' 
ped some of the bovs naked and whipped them, 
and “ cleared out ” every pupil in it. The Bureaii 
at once sent a file of soldiers to protect the school 
from further molestation. 

The colored people of Texas show the same ear- 
nest desire for education which distinguishes the 
race in other Southern States. But none or the 
Northern Freedmen’s Societies have yet extended 
their operations into that State, and the teachers 
are such as voluntarily went there or emigrated 
from Louisiana after their “ seasons” ended. The 
pupils, old and young, pay a dollar and a half a 
month in gold for their tuition.

that toe “Civil Righto biff" has killed it; in a 
word, slavery is now unconstitutional,—unlawful, 
and therefore dead ,—has ceased to exist. Well, in 
theory, this is quite true ; but in practice toe 
case is far otherwise. To my thinking there 
has been no time, these fifteen years past, 
when I could not prove that slavery is unconstitu- 
Itional,—but the ugly fact of its existence was 
dreadfully palpable for all that. I value the “Pro 
clamation ” of’63,—the Amendment to the Con-1 
stitution, toe Civil Rights bill, and I rejoice in toe 
Freedmen’s Bureau,” but I see plainly that until 
the negro has toe ballot at toe South he is still at 
I toe mercy of bis old masters, and, though nomi¬ 
nally free, he will be practically a slate. 

The power that keeps him from toe ballot-box 
and toe jury-box will take from him the musket 
with which he helped to put down the rebellion ; 
will drive out from toe South his friendly teachers 
aud missionaries ; will put down free speech, and a 
free press, and will make tha negro’s freedom a 
mockery ! 

Laws are valuable only when justly administer¬ 
ed. The best laws on toe Statute Book amount to 
nothing unless the injured party has toe power to 
Maim theta protection. Of what value is the law 
where you cannot get into court ; where no lawyer 
will undertake your cause, and where, if you did 
succeed in getting into court, you shold find toe 
whole bar, judge, and jury bolding toe doctrine of 
toe “Dread Scott Decision,” that you have “no 
rights which ’White men are bound to respect! ” 
This atrocious sentiment is as rampant to-day at 
toe South as before toe war, and it only needs the 
withdrawal of loyal troops to display its demonia¬ 
cal crimes everywhere as it has already done in 
Memphis, and Alexandria, and other parte of the 
South. 

But why not melt away into toe mass of our fel¬ 
low-citizens, and leave the negro to the care of 
politics, and religion, the government, and people ? 

Alas for the negro if these are to be bis only 
protectors and advocates ! With polities avail¬ 
ability is the ruling principle, and, unhappily, our 
religion sets out with a curse upon the negro, and 
only blesses him when he has the power to bless 
himself. The government and people will have 
very little to do with looking after toe administra¬ 
tion of justice in toe slave States when once those 
States shall be fully restored to theta former stand¬ 
ing in toe Union. Abundant proof of this is fur¬ 
nished in toe history of toe last thirty years. 
Slavery was above toe Constitution,—above the 
l a . lY) —and above toe government. It could shoot, 
hang, or imprison without consulting Constitution, 
law, or government, and will do it again unless the 
negro is enfranchised, and made, toereby, a man 
among men, a citizen among citizens. Until this 
is done toe negro is not safe ;—his freedom is but 
a name. Yonr country will be in danger, and yonr 
work as Abolitionists will not be complete. In 
vain are all schemes of reconstruction, restoration, 

and reconciliation that practically l eave the negro 
in the legislative power of his master. They are 
destined, like all previous compromise* to mock 
and torment theta inventors.

A LETTER PROM VIRGINIA 


- We publish the following letter from a well known 
colored man now living in Virginia. Ite touching ap¬ 
peal for protection and continued Anti-Slavery work 
may add something to toe mass of evidence, daily ac¬ 
cumulating, of toe devilish spirit still animating toe 
South : 

June 24, 1866. 

Me. Wendell Phillips— Dear Sir: I take the pri¬ 
vilege of writing von these few lines to let you 
know as best I can how things are going on Mere 
at the South. Sir; let me tell you that things 
are getting wosse every day. The spirit o( malig¬ 
nity that is against the colored people is gr< 
every day ; and here in Richmond they are treating toe 
colored people like dogs, and all through the State 
whites are beating and shooting them. I have it t 
good authority. Mr. Phillips, for the Lord’s sake and for 
humanity’s sake do wnat you can to help us. Sir, I tell 
you, all Northerners, black and white, are hated here, and 
are in danger from day to day ; for they are just wait- 
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“Now three cheers for the Union volunteers, 

As they go marching on.” 

Thus was loyalty triumphant, and treason discomfited. 
HSome of toe Northern people of Copperhead proclivi¬ 
ties were foolish enough to sidle up to toe “Confeder¬ 
ates,” and deplore what they termed “such an unfortu¬ 
nate (?; affair.” But the majority pt the passengers are 
loyal, and such exceptions are not worthy of notice. 

With the exception of toe wind, we have had a very 
pleasant passage. 

To-day, it is as beautiful weather as could he desired. 
The wind has shifted round to the right quarter ; the 
sails are all set, and we are making fourteen knots 
hour. To-morrow, at about this time, if nothing hap¬ 
pens, we Bhall be in Queenstown, and then in eigi 
hours toe Cuba will cast anchor in the “ Mersey.”
